FORT SILL, 0. T. 


We are permitted to make the following extracts 
from a letter from a soldier at Fort Sill to his friend 
in Chicago: 








OcroBER 29, 1891. 


THE command, which consisted of Captain 
Schuyler, Lieutenant Scherer, just out from Weat 
Point, and thirty-eight men of Troop H, 5th Cav- 
alry, accompanied by Dr. Ives, and two men of 
the Hospital Corps, left the post about 10.30 a. m., 
Oct. 12, and travelled some 16 miles to Chache 
Creek, where tents were pitched for the night. The 
wind was blowing strongly all day, and huge vol- 
umes of dust were rolling over the prairie, The 
command was constantly enveloped in it. That 
dust was our almost constant companion during the 
entire trip; indeed, on one day only were we de- 
prived of its agreeable presence. And on this oc- 
casion it was replaced by a cold, drizzling rain, 
exceedingly unpleasant and disagreeable, especially 
to one not accustomed to it. 

The weather, however, was almost always fair, 
hot indeed during the day, though cool and com- 
fortable at night. No discomforts of a serioue na- 
ture were encountered, and of hardships it is need- 
less to speak. The greater part of Capt. Schuyler’s 
men prefer this sort of duty to the endless monot- 
ony of the pest, and it is a noteworthy fact that not 
one complaint was heard nor a single sign of dis- 
content evinced during the whole trip. This is so 
very rare among soldiers that I was led to inquire 
into its probable cause, and was invariably 
told that it was due to the fair and just treat- 
went accorded the men by the captain. There is, 
indeed, I was told, more liberty given the men 
in this troop than is usual with company com- 
wanders, and as a consequence, though discipline 
is weil maintained, everybody is satisfied. 

The second night out we camped at Anadarko, 
some 20 miles from our first halting place. After 
leaving Anadarko, we pr ed to Sugar Creek, 
and thence to Deer Creek, where we expected to 
find, and did actually find, some 5,000 head of cat- 
tle, which it was thought would be our duty to re- 
move from the reservation. This business, how- 
ever, was spared us, as the cattlemen consented to 
drive them off themselves. We remained at Deer 
Creek two nights and one day, which was spent in 
shooting wild turkey. There are a great number of 
these fowl 1n this vicinity, and about 20 were killed 
by tbe men. They made an excellent meal. The 
flesh was delicious, soft as butter almost, and very 
juicy. Capt. Schuyler bas a good cook in his troop, 
something that few companies have, and it was 
pronanty owing to the thorough knowledge he pos- 
sesses of the culinary art, that the turkey tasted so 
wuch better than any I had ever eaten before. 

lt was at this place that av extensive prairie 
fire was raging on the opposite side of the creek 
near which we were encamped. Huge volumes of 
smoke rolled by us during the day, and as night 
came on a solid wall of fire was to beseen extending 
from near our camp far into the dim distance, mak- 
ing a beautifnl sight to behold, It was fortunate for 
us that the wind was not blowing if our aifeetion, 








as the smoke would undoubtedly have rendered our 
position untenable. 

Oct. 17 we left Deer Creek, and after camping suc- 
cessively at Cob Creek, the Washita River, auey 
Mountain Creek, arrived at Elk Creek on the , 
We remained here during the 2ist, Capt. Schuyler 
and Dr. Ives going out bunting. These officers are 
both crack shots, and, I was informed, very fond of 
bunting. A laughable incident occurred to them on 
this day. While riding leisurely along, they hap- 
pened to see in the distance an animal which looked 
like a deer. “ Hold! A deer!” cried Capt. egy bo 
dismounting. He crept carefully and stealthily 
through the tall grass towards the creature in order 
to gain a vantage point. A firing point was found; 
the sbot was fired, and the captain was not a little 
wroth when the supposed deer suddenly assumed 
the mage and form and lazy gallop of the ugly 
covote! 

On the 22d we marched about eight miles up the 
Elk Creek. On the 23d the camp was not moved. 
though Capt. Schuylerand troop marched nearly all 
day in the vicinity of our camp after cattle. A great 
many were encountered, their herders ordered to 
drive them out of the territory, and the prairie set 
on fire in their rear. 

On the 24th we travelled, about ten miles to Sol- 
dier Creek, arriving there about 104.m. All this 
afternoon we bh to contend against a violent 

rairie fire, which had been lighted some distance 

rom our camp, and was makin 
amazing rapidity. The creek, indeed, was 
usand the fire, but the wind was blowing rather 
strongly, and the captain f that the fire would 
be blown across. [t was not long till these fears were 
fully confirmed. The fire was blown over the creek 
far above our camp, but fertunately did not reach 
our neighborhood until we ourselves had burned a 
complete circle around us. A great deal of labor 
had to be pertormed to ——- this task, but 
nobody was any the worse for it when it was fin- 
ished. As night came on one vast blaze of fire en- 
com us on every side, and its crackling aud 
sputtering and lurid made a scene as grandly 
beautiful as any I had ever witnessed. 

The —s day, without accidert or incident 
worth mentioning, we arrived at West e . 
and 10 4. M., the 26th, found us safely back at Sill, 
feeling, as far as { could ascertain, none the worse 
for the journey. We marched altogether 212 miles.

Tue Admiralty has received intelligence of a seri- 
ous-outbreak of fever on the corvette Boadicca, the 
flagship of Rear Admiral the Hon. Sir &. k. Fre- 
wantle, commander of the British East Indian 
squadron. She was bound for the East Indies by 
way of the Suez Canal. When she reached Malta 60 
of her crew were taken tothe naval hospital. At 
Port Said it was necessary to land 54 more for hos- 
pital treatment, a total of 114 men. 

Tue lengthening of the Red D lines Philadel- 
phia, from the present lenath, 269 feet, to 305 feet, 
which has just been begun by the Cramps at their 
well-known ship yard, calls to mind the fact that 
some 20 years ago, the National liner England was 
similarly enlargea, a 40 foot section being piaced in 
her amidships, and that though it was feared that 
she would have been weakened by the alteration, 
such did not prove to be the case, and sheis yet buf- 
feting the waves and has waded through weather 
that has staggered and wrecked many newer and 
unpatched vessels. 

It is proposed to haye a public exhibition of the 
working of the engines of the new cruisers Cincin- 
natiand Raleigh, now in process of erection at the 
Brooklyn Navy-yard, as soon as practicable after 
all the engine parts are assembled. A statement to 
this effect was made by Chief Engr. Samuel L. P. 
Ayres, Chief of the Department of Steam Engineer- 
ing at the Brooklyn yard. The work of construc- 
tion is rapidly advancing, and unless something un- 
foreseen bappens the four engines will be ready for 
the cruisers by next April. They are the first set 
of engines to be constructed ata U.S. Navy-yard 
for any of the vessels of the new Navy. 

In an article on tbe shipbuilding supremacy of 
Great Britain, Engineering says: “lt is not haifa 
century sinee the shipbuilding “madustry of the 
United States was greater in annual tonnage than 
that of Great Britain, whereas to-day our annual 
construction in new tonnage is about four times that 
of the United States; and, whereas we build ships 
for all the rest of the world, American sbipbuilders 
only build for their home demands. in 1860, indeed, 
about 42 per cent. of the total foreign trade of the 
Cnited Kingdom was carried in foreign bottoms, 
and 13 per cent. of that trade was carried in Ameri- 
can ships. in 1890, however, only 25 per cent. of the 
total foreign trade of the United Kingdom was Car- 
ried in foreign bottoms, and less than one-half. of 1 
per cent. was carried in American owned ships La 
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the meanwhile, the development of our shipping in- 
dustry bas been enormeus. The total tonnage of 
vesseis of all kinds that have entered our ports in 
the foreign trade bas increased from 4 million 
tons in 1860 to 6034 million tons in 1890. bere bas, 
jn short, been a three-fold increase in about thirty 
years. Itistime that the United States did some- 
thing to retrieve their lost laurels on the sea. when 
we consider that 77.5 per cent. of their total foreign 
trade in 1890 was carried in foreign bottoms, mainly 
English, and only 225 per cent. in their own ships.” 

A NEw set of regulations governivg target prac- 
tice in the Navy will sbortly be issued from tbe 
Bureau of Navigation. Commander C. M. Thomas 
js pow engaged upon the work, which was com- 
menced by Lieut. Meigs, whose retirement occurred 
before the book could be finished. 


Tne ship building firm of Samuel L. Moore and 
Sons’ Co., of Elizabethport, N. J., the contractors 
for the Naval Academy practice vessel, are the low- 
est of seven bidders for the construction of the 
screw steamer Maple for the light. house service. 
The contract will be awarded them at their figure of 
$81,800. 

lr 1s understood that the Mohican will sbortly 
sail from San Francisco for Apia, Samoa, to relieve 
the Iroquois. The latter vessel has several cases of 
fever—tbe low fever peculiar to that climate—on 
poard, and it is thought desirable for the benefit of 
ber officers and crew to get her away as soon as 
possible. 

At THE time of the accident that temporarily de- 
prived Brooklyn of water the officials at the Navy 
Yard were notified that the water would be cut off 
in afew minutes. Capt. McCormick, who was in 
charge of tbe yard, sent messengers toall parts of 
the yard with instructions to baveall available 
receptacks filled with water, and to the engineers 
in various parts of the yard to draw their fires so 
that there would no danger of an explosion. 
Word was also sent to the houses of the officers, 
and bath tubs and wash tubs and boilers and basins 
were filled. Thsall happened ia fifteen minutes. 
Then the water was shut off. The troops at 
Governor’s Island bad a similar experience, as they 
receive their water from Brooklyn.

REVENUE MARINE SERVICE. 
Capt. L.G. Shepard, Act'g. Chief Rev. Marine Division 


The revenue cutters Johnson, at Cleveland, Fessenden, at 
Detroit, and Perry, at Erie, Pa., bave been placed out of 
commission for the winter.

The annual report of the Chief of the Revenue Marine, 

pt. L. G. Shepard, U. 8. KR. M., shows tne advantage of 
having at toe head of this service a man who is thoroughly 
ip touch with it. 

Taking first the statistics of the report, we find that 36 
ve-sels bave cruised 301,962 miles, boarded and examined 
20,062 vessels, secured $: 94 from 1,042 law breakers, and 
assisted 123 distressea vessels. The expenditures for this 
service have been 995.22.

Two new vessels have been completed, and at least four 
more are needed to provide for the increased service.

enue laws. This fact bas not been lost sight of in the general 
designs outlined. 

It is beli2zved that the policy pursued for many years past 
of making extensive repairs to the old vessels is a mistaken

At Newport, R. I., 
the other day, the Grant’s four guns fired as pretty a five 
second salute for Secretary Foster as was ever heard in New- 
port Harbor. In the management of the details of the ship 
and the handling of the crew, Capt. Stoddard has given his 
officers considerable latitude. The resuits would seem to 
justify bis course.

COMMODORE FARQUHAR’S REPORT. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 23, 1891. 


ComMMODORE FarQuHAR, Chief of the Naval Bu 
reau ot Yards and Vocks, in his annual report to the 
Secretary of the Navy says that unless speedy relief 
is given, many of the public buildings, wharves and 
docks will be past repair. 

The stone dry dock at Mare Island, Cal., and the 
dock now being built at Port Royal, S. C., are the 
ovly ones tbat will admit the largest battle ships at 
their maximum draft. It is therefore recommended 
that docks of sufficient capacity be constructed at 
a York, Philadelphia and Norfolk without 
delay. 

The new Navy demands of this bureau additional 
wharf room, more dry docks, better facilities for 
taking coal on board and appliances for handling 
heavy armor and guns. 

The number of civil engineers constituting the 
corpsof that name is regarded as insufficient, and it 
is recommended that the corps be increased to 
twenty—twelve civil engineers and eight assistant 
civil evgineers. Two civil engineers to be appointed 
at once from civil life, and two tants to be se- 
lected from Academy graduates each year until the 
prescribed number is obtained. Thereafter all va- 
cancies in the grade of assistants to be filled by se- 
lection from graduates. 

The law of 1864 made provision for the education 
of civil engineers at the Naval emy, but no 
steps under it were taken, and in a revision of the 
statutes subsequent to that time it was omitted. 

An increase in the pay of the chief clerk is urg- 
ently recommended, 

It is suggested that the naval station at New Lon- 
don, Conn., be fully equipped as a voaling station 
and a base of supplies generally. The Brooklyn 
Navy-yard is reported to be deficient in wharf 
room, and appropriations are asked to continue the 
work ou the cob dock and to complete the boiler 
and engine shops. 

The appropriation asked for is $3,529,976.17, of 
which $2,329,776 43 is for the improvement and in- 
crease of the Navy.

The substitution of two light wooden spars for her 


steel masts lightened the Philadelphia 20 tons. 

This statement is substantially true, though some- 
what exaggerated. Rear Admiral Gherardi re- 
ards the vessel as perfectly safe and in no danger 
of capsizing, and the Naval authorities at Washing- 
ton agree with him. It is well known that she rolls 
& good deal, but the change made by substituting 
light wooden masts for those of steel, with military 
tops, have raised her metacentre so much that she 
would be perfectly safe even without the water 
ballast she carries in her double bottom. It is the 
opinion of department officials that she is still too 
heavy above the water line, and after she returns 
from her present cruise some further changes will 
probably be made to reotify this. What these will 
be will depend upon the recommendations Rear 
Admiral Gherardi may have to make after his re- 
turn from the West Indies. Among the changes 
thought of by the Construction Bureau are the 
removal of her heavy bridges and one or two of her 
6-inch guns, the remaining guns being mounted 
directly over the keel line. 

Concerning the‘performance of the vessel since 
her masts were changed a correspondent writing 
from St. Thomas says: “The weather during the 
passage, while not severe, was sufficiently rough to 
indicate a change in the behavior of the ship, due 
to the removal of top weights. The stability of the 
ship bas, of course, been improved, the recovery 
from rolls being much quicker. At the same time, 
the absence of the steadying effect of the wind in® 
the lofty masts and immense tops, together with 
the inertia of this great mass at a distance from the 
centre of buoyancy has left the ship so sensitive 
that she rolls almost continuously in a moderate 
sea. The maximum roll of the trip was 18 degrees; 
the average heavy roll was 12 degrees each way. 
So far as comfort and steadiness of gun platform 
are concerned the ship is certainly less satisfactory 
than before.

PROMOTION IN THE NAVY. 


PROMOTION in the line of the Navy, while con- 
tinuing to be painfully slow, is up to the average 
as compared with previous years, particularly in 
the lower grades. The record for the year—that is 
since January 1—shows the advancement of one 
commodore, one captain, four commanders, six 
lieutenant-commanders, ten lieutenants, fourteen 
lieutenants, junior grade, and fifteen ensigns.

Oap- 
tain Henry Erben, whois now at the head of the 
list of captains, will then receive his well-earned 
promotion to commodore, which was his by right 
mapy years ago, and, in the following 
month, Captain R. W. Meade will, by the retire- 
ment of Commodore McCann, reach that grade, 
leaving Captain O. O. Carpenter at the head of the 
list of captains. Commander F. R. Smith, Lieu- 
tenant-Commander George M. Book, Lieutenant 
L. C. Logan, Lieutenant (junior grade) Henry 
Minett and Ensign J. H. Gibbons are now at the 
bead of the list of their respective grades, the 
death, on November 18, of Lieutenant-Commander 
Marthon having advanced those next above the 
last three named officers. 

The retirement of Commander A. G. Kellogg 
will advance Lieutenant-Oommander Book, Lieu- 
tenant Logan, Lieutenant (junior grade) Minett 
and Ensign Gibbons.

ON TBE BORDER WITH CROOK.* 


IT was General Crook’s fortune to play a leading 
part in the operations that broke the power of the 
Indians in two districts where they were established 
most securely. Oaptain Bourke shows very clearly 
that it was not by military skill alone that Crook 
won his success but by equally great, or even 
greater, powers of administration. He could un- 
derstand what the Indians required for their welfare 
and knew how to make them accept it as a gift of 
the Government. His military operations were well 
conceived and pushed with extraordinary vigor, but 
their results considered alone do not explain the un_ 
doubted subjection in which Crook held the 
Apaches. That was due to the wisdom of his deal- 
ings with a people who had felt his strength but 
had not been crushed by it, and Captain Bourke 
takes pains to show that this wisdom was in part a 
product of the gentleness which mingled with the 
strength of the General’s character. He was able 
to look upon the Indians as fellow men with capa- 
cities for useful life that could be encouraged and 
developed. 

The story of the short but effective campaigns in 
which the foundation for the future control of the 
hostiles was laid is most interesting. Arizona was 
a fearful place whén Crook went there. Hundreds 
of settlers had been killed and the casualties bore 
as large a ratio to the population as Indian warfare 
has exhibited in any part of our country and his- 
tory, perbaps larger. Like all the warlike Indians, 
the Apache was the perfection of a free lance on his 
own soil, which, though sterile to the stranger, 
yielded him all he required. Orook’s skill in array- 
ing one tribe against another is well known, but it 
is evident that in this system military success is 
necessary to hold the allegiance of the friendly In- 
dians, and success was obtained in Arizona by 
movements that were carried out with unflinching 
energy, by sharp fighting and by a system of field 
work that brought every officer and man into the 
highest state of efficiency. 

In the Department of the Platte the Genera, 
found his labors and difficulties increased. Operat. 
ing in the face of a powerful and adroit enemy dur- 
ing a campaign that included the blizzards of March 
and atemperature of 117 degrees in the shade in 
August, Crook remained as before the most active 
and tireless man of the whole command. Readers 
of this minute narrative of Crook’s two great In- 
dian campaigns will find details that are new though 
the subjects have been written of before, but the 
burden of the book is the graphic sketch it gives of 
the General’s character and his habits of mind and 
body. Captain Bourke hkens General Crook to 
Boone. ‘*He reminded me of Daniel Boone more 
than any other character with this difference, that 
Crook, as might be expected, had the advantage of 
the better education of his day and generation. But 
he certainly recalled Boone in many particulars; 
there was the same perfect indifference of peril of 
any kind, the same coolness, an equal fertility of 
resources, the same inner knowledge of the wiles 
and tricks of the enemy, the same modesty and dis- 
inclination to parade as a hero or a great military 
genius, or to obtrade upon public notice the deeds 
performed in obedience to the promptings of duty.” 

There is no doobt that Gen. Crook made a pow- 
erful impression upon the Indians. He knew how 
to make them look up to him beth as master and 
friend. He was the ideal pro-consul, strong in war 
and sagacious in rule. Throughout the narrative 
of Capt. Bourke are scattered observations which | 
the author gives as his own views, but which were 
learned, no doubt, in the school of his chief. Per- 
haps the most noticeable of these is his belief that 
the Indian could have been made an able and will-

unfits him for it. Comparing. fii Pndiansjas a 
whole, with wild tribes or event#®mn}-vivilized na- 
tions in other parts of the world, it has always 
seemed to.us that the Indians - were about as versa- 
tile and about as much inclined to steady labor as 
any uncivilizedapeop'e we know of. Labor, with its 
cash rewag@yiwould have been a powerful instru- 
ment for pacifying them. 

However, such questions have no longer the 
lively interest which they had in former times. 
Capt. Bourke’s book treats of a time and of a class 
of incidents that are rapidly becoming classic in our 
Army history. The Man whom he presents for our 
study and appreciation is one who derived only a 
part of bis qualities from the hard school of Indian 
wars. His type has always existed, and exists now 
in the Army. 

Capt. Bourke has not wasted his opportunity in 
empty laudatiou of his friend and commander. He 
writes of him with warm and affectionate admira- 
tion, but be has produced a valuable addition to 
our Army histories. He treats of Arizona before 
Crook’s conquest of the Indians, of the methods by 
which that conquest was accomplished, and of the 
long and hard campaigns in Montana and Dakota 
in 1876, and his narrative gives evidence at every 
point of careful observation and reminiscence. That 
it is witty and quaint, readers of the author’s for- 
mer writings need not be told.

OUR NAVY IN CHILL 


“OBSERVER,” who writes to the New York Tri 
bune voncerning the conduct of our paval officers in 
Chili, says : 

“1 cap speak positively on this,matter, as I bave 
been in almost daily contact with Admiral Brown 
and the officers under his command. Let me bere 
slate, at the very outset, that their conduct under 
these very trying circumstances has been a credit 
to the United States Navy. From the beginning 
their task was a most difficult one. The Pensacola 
was the first American man-of-war thet arrived in 
Valparaiso after the revolution. Admiral McCann 
and his subordinates were the recipients of muvh 
attention on the part of the naval authorities, then 
represented by Admiral Viel, [ntendente of Valpa 
raiso, who was Chili’ delegate at the late Lnterna 
tional Maritime Conference in Wasbington. 

“The Baltimore was the next U.S. man-of war 
that arrived, She was much visited. beinga new 
cruiser with the latest improvements. Capt. Schley 
and bis officers, as fineaset of aavai men as ever 
walked a deck, had the same courtesies extended 
them as thesr comrades of the Pensacola. A great 
many of these officers speak Spaniso fluently, and 
this accounts for their having received more invita- 
tions from Chilian families tnan their comrades of 
the English, French and German men-of-war. 

“Given ail these circumstances, there is no doubt 
that from the outset the U. 8. naval officers had 
made themselves immensely popular in Valparaiso. 
Courteous and unassuming, discreet and observant, 
they never once under very trying circumstances 
made the slightest statement- that could be con- 
strued into the smallest infraction of neutrality, 
always strictly observed by them. Throughout the 
struggle between Balmaceda and Congress they re- 
frained from giving any opinion whatever when 
juestioned. In this they only followed the dictates 
of common sense, and the example set by their Ad- 
miral and commanding officers.” 

“Observer” ehewse how the Jtata affair and the 
cutting of the submarine cable at Iquique changed 
i this, Converging admiral Browa’s conduct on 


the landing of the Opposition at Quinteros be save: 
“IT was in MA nate at the time and can only say 
that Adwiral Brown's conduct was such as would 
befit any commander of a neutral squadron. Ad- 
miral Brown went on bis flagsbip at Quinteros. 
His course was, indeed, a most natural one. The 
disembarking of troops under such circumstances 
as took place at Quinteros forms a most important 
part of naval operations, and Admiral Browo was 
perfectly justified in securing for himself and giv- 
ing his officers a chance of witnessing the disem- 
barkation of the Congressional troops from their 
fleet. The arrival of the Opposition st Quinteros 
was no secret whatever. Hours before the San 
Francisco had left, the Opposition was disembark- 
ing at Quinteros, and the Valparaiso Government 
was well aware of it. But the mere fact of the re- 
turn of the San Francisco coinciding with the news 
of the landing at Quinteros getting known to the 
general public at Valparaiso, led certain malicious 
persons to circulate a report that Adm:ral Brown 
bed given Admiral Viel, intendeute of Valparaiso, 
information of the landing of the Opposition forces, 
and full details of their strength also. So far, in- 
deed, did some of the wiseacres go that a smal! 
paper called the Gaseta Comercial fovlishly printed 
something to that effect under the heading of 
‘News brought by Admiral Brown.’ This paper 
was at once suppressed. All these cavards about 
Admiral Brown had no foundatwa whatever, and 
were nothing but the inventions of eossipers and a 
few persons who happened to be prejudiced against 
Americans. 

“‘Valparaiso fell into the hands of the Opposition, 
the American men-of-war, like the Engtish and 
German, received many refugees on board. I[ bave 
beard it stated that Balmaceda’s principal men were 
sheltered on board American vessels. This is not 
the case. Balmaceda’s principal men were Admiral 
Viel and Don Claudio Vicuna, the President-elect. 
These were on board the German flagship Leipzig. 
With them were Capt. Fuentes, commander of the 
torpedo catcher Almirante Lynch; Capt. Pedro 
Salva, commander ot the torpeao boat Sarjento 
Aldea; Lieuts. Lbunez, Schumacher, and Rencoret, 
a Domingo Mandana aud others, whose pames 
I forget. 

“On the San Francisco were the following refu- 
gees: Admural Viel’s wife, four daughters and two 
sons, Don Domingo Godey. Senator and ex- Minister 
for Foreign Affairs; Don Ismael Perez Monti, Sena- 
tor and ex-Minister of Justice; Don Manuel Diaz, 
Attorney of War Office; Dou Jose Ramon Sanchez, 
Director ef the Customs, and Don Ruperto Uvalio 
Vicnna, a prominent Balmacedist and cousin of the 
President-elect, On bvard tbe Baltimore were the 
following: Don Jules Banades Espinoss, Minister of 
the Interior and of War; Col. and Florentine Pan- 
toja, Lieut. Cols. suber euseana. Vildusola and Villa- 
real; Mej-. Herrera, Huse (a New York State man) 
and Prieto Lenterio; Capts. Fiero uud Rimiez; Lt. 
Jiminez and several oiber offivers whose pames I 
cannot recall. Besides these there were Don Pedro 
Veza, the Rev, James Ty-ao0, Maj. Herrera’s wife 
and two childrep, and myself aud wife, Besites 
these there were about ten Balmaceda soldiers and 
servan's. 

“it is unneceesarv for me to state hero that both 
on board the San Francisco and Baltimore, Admi- 
ral Brown had given orders thal every atiention 
should be given to the refugees, the Admiral setting 
the example by giving up his quarters to Admiral 
Viel’s family. Maj Herrera’s fumily aod myself oc- 
cupyiog the Admiral’s rooms on the Baltimore. But 
the officers and even the crew of these (wo Ameri- 
can men-of war went furtber still. They readily 
gave all the clothing they could spare for those who 
came in uniform. Even uaderclo!ning was readily 

rted with to assist those who were most distressed. 

ndeed, I think there has been acarcely any instance 
of political refugees being treated with such court- 
esy, generosity and delicacy of feeliug a ips woich 
we received at the bands ot Admiral Brown and his 
captains, officers and crew.” 








THE FRENCH ARMY. 


SPEAKING of the French artillery the correspond- 
ent of the London Times at tue French mapceuvres 
says: “The enormous number of batteries attached 
to the corps d’armee, more than four guos per thou- 
sand infantry and cavairy, is pot the only indica- 
tion that the French place very great reliance on 
their artillery. lhave spoken of the massed bat- 
teries, of the long preliminery bombardwentr, of 
the care to precede each successive pbase of baile, 
each fresh advance, by the beavy fire of the guns, 
and it is significant that on the line of marca the 
batteries are placed well to the front; witu the ad- 
vanced guard of a division are three batteries. and 
the remaining three foliow the battalion which 
forms the bead ofthe maiu tody. If the corps art- 
illery takes the same route as an infantry division, 
it moves either between the two brigades of the 
main body of the division, or insome cases br bind 
the leading battalion, the whole divisional artillery 
in this case joining the advanced guard. Ilo every 
battle, then, the whole of theavuilabie artillery will, 
if nevessary, be deployed from the very first. But 
to bring an enormous mass of guns into action sim- 
ultaneously, and to portion out theground between 
the various groups so that there is neitber over- 
crowding vor delay, requires great precision of 
movement and skill in the rapid selection of posi- 
tions. ‘I'ne first point is very largely a question of 
dril}, and the French artillery appears to be just as 
well trained in executing movements in mass as the 
infantry. 

“The powder employe by the artillery is almost 
smokeless; at 2,000yds. a faint cloud is seen, bul dirap- 
pears 80 quickly that it would certaimly never re- 
veal the position of the guns nor assist the opposing 
batteries in laying. On loose, dry soil the cloud is 
increased by the dust raised by the gas of the dis- 
charge. but the tlash from the wuzzleis very dis- 
tinct; white flakes of flame scatter 10 front or the 
muzzle and were plainly visible at a distance of 
5,000 yards. Tactically, lam inclined to think that, 
as regards the artillery, the new powder favors the 
offensive. Lord Lynedoch’s successful experimeut 
at the siege of St. Sebastian, where the guus opened 
fire on thecrest of a breach that was buta few fevt 
above the heads of the seeming oe will be imi- 
tated—in stucipien’ jeast—on battlefields of the 
future. Nor will batteries on the offensive be often

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THE WAR DEPARTMENT. 


Tue Secretsty of War im bis anrual report telJsu® 
of the pregres® that bas been madein the work of 
fortification. Batteries for morters and emplaece- 
ments for gups have been begun at New York, Bos- 
tov, San Francisco, Bampton Roads, and Washing- 
top. Work on the Waterviiet Gun Factory has 
made progress. The problem of adequate coast de- 
fence bes practically been settled. The Secretary 
recites the bistory of our progress to this desirable 
conclusion, which bas already beemrecorded here. 

Out of the appropriation for sites allotments bave 
been made for sites for gursand mortar batteries at 
Glover Cliff. Beston; Point Comfort, Fort Wads- 
worth. Plumb Jsland, and Sand Point in N. Y. Har- 
hor; Lagupa Merced, San Francisco, and Sheridan 
Point on the Potomac. Proceedings of condemna- 
tion have been commenced to obtain otber sites near 
Fort Wadsworth and Fort Hamilton, Willoughby 
Spit, Hampton Roads,and Point Lobos, San Fran- 
cisco. An additional $500,000 is asked for this pur- 


. 
Pegoed progress has been made in the production of 
improved rified steel ordnance. Of the Magazine 
Gun Board the Secretary says: * Their experiments 
and reports of similar trials made abroad indicate 
that megazine arms are stillso far from perfection 
that itis not wise to change from our present excel- 
lent single loader to a magazine system in too great 
haste. If we bave been slow in this matter, we bave 
at Jeast been saved the great expense incurred by 
most foreign nations in adopting an unsatisfactory 
magezine arm prematurely.” 

Mr. Proctor desvribes the result of the efforts to 
improve the character of the Army by securing a 
better class of recruits, promoting from the rauks, 
improving our Court-martial system, abolishing 
Sunday inepections and tattoo roll call, enlisting In- 
dians and establisbing canteens. The result is shown 
in the.decrease of desertions. > 

Arguing for the three battalion organization for 
infantry, the Secretary says: ‘‘ But important as it 
was at that time, it is a necessity now, for under the 
new tactics required by the increase in range and 
rapidity of fire, a ten company battalion cannot be 
mapceuvred. The principle can be adopted and the 
substantial advantages of the three battalion organ- 
ization obtained without inciease of cost; two of 
the battalions to be composed of the present eight 
full companies, and the third to be in part a skele- 
ton battalion, whicb could readily be completely 
organized in case of war.” 

Concerning the artillery and the Pay Corps the 
Secretary says: “From a purely military standpoint 
the organization of this arm is not defective, but 
two first lieutenants in each battery are an un- 
necessary expense. Seven regiments of two bat- 
talions of four foot batteries eacb, and one battalion 
of two light batteries will cost uo more than the 
present five regiments; and thisform of organiza- 
tion will be a better nucleus and more readily 
aimit of expansion and the necessary increase in 
ease of war. Promotion is slow during a long peace 
under the most favorable conditions, and, in re- 
spect to the first lieutenants of artillery, it is so 
great that the officers are beyond the age of most 
efficient service before they become captains. Cap- 
tains of infuntry serve on the average four years 
longer in that grade before promotion than do cap- 
tains of cavalry or artillery, while first lieutenants 
of artillery serve four years longer in that grade 
tnan do first lieutenants of infantry or cavalry. 

“In view of the great number of posts that have 
been abandoned in the last three years, and the 
probability that others will bein the immediate fu-- 
ture, and tbat these posts are, as arule, the remote 
onee, requiring the most travel and time to reach, 
the Pay Corps might still be further reduced with- 

out injury to theservice. Besides thie, most of the 
posts and arsenals are located in or near towns and 
the force at some of them is so small that payments 
can be made by checks sent by mail or by money sent 
by expres’, at a decided saving of time and expense. 
To send a pay master and clerk 100 or 200 miles to pay 
50, and ip several cases less than 25 men, requiria 
from 1,500 to over 2,000 miles travel annually, for eac: 
post, seems ap antiquated and unbusiness like me- 
thod, and I have recently directed that payments 
at several points be made in the manner above 1n- 
dicateé. ‘The corps can be safely reduced to 25 
majors or even less if the Secretary*of War be au- 
thorized to assign officers of other arms of the ser- 
v.oe, at remote posts occupied by small garrisons, 
as acting assistant paymasters in addition to their 
own duties.” 

An account of the enlistment of Indiars is given. 
The chief purpcse wasto give them employment. 
Tbe result hes been very satisfactory. 

“Some of the companies, which have only been en- 
listed for three or four months, would make a 
creditable appearance at any encampment or re- 
view. When it is considered thata soort time ago 
many of these Indian soldiers were ‘blanket 
Indians,’ that few oi them ever had on a suit of 
clothes, slept under a roof, ate at a table, used a 
knife or fork, wore shoes, or had their bair cut, the 
trar sformation is indeed remarkable.” 

The abandonment of small posts should be con- 
tinued to the extinction of ten or twelve more, the 
troops are more available in large posts, and disci- 
pline and drill are improved. 

The post traders receive a parting kick as repre- 
sentatives of a pernicious system. 

Progressive improvements shown in the records 
of examining boards, and the new requirements 
will result in a gratifying proficiency, especially in 
the combatant arms of the service. The ¢xemption 
by first lieutenants‘in commission from tne opera- 
tion of lineal promotion should be repealed. It 
simply serves to heighten by contrast the uniform 
and more just resulss which are obtained in all the 
other grades of the Army. Concerning the Efficiency 
Records the Secretary says: 

“The Department should have at its immediate 
disposal correct information relative to the ca- 
pacity, habits and professional attainments of each 
officer of the Army. This information is required 
by the Secretary and by the superior military 
authorities in selecting officers for the varied, im- 
portant, and often-times delicate duties to which 

they are frequently assigned. 1 found in the De- 
partment no system for procuring or preserving 
such knowledge for use, @ personal acquaint- 








ance by a few in the department and at 
beadquarters regarding@ limited number of Army 
officers constituted practically the sole informatioa | 
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= which officers had to be detailed for special 
utv. 

“The just claims of every officer are entitled to and 
should receive consideration. In order to meet 
this necersity each officer has been required, by 
general orders, to report upon any studies which he 
bas pursued in the immediate line of his profession 
or otherwise, and any spevial work which he has 
done: and commending officers have likewise been 
required to furnieh full reports upon each officer 
utder their command. The information thus ob- 
tained constitutes what is known as the efficiency 
record of officers. 

“A personal acquaintance with the officers of the 
Army justifies meio saying that the reports have 
been wade with fairness and great accuracy. 
There records bave been of much assistance in the 
selection of officers for detached service. The effect 
upon the officers, also, bas been salutary, and must 
be increased by the knowledge that selection for 
#pecial service will depend upon their records and 
pot upon influence. If thesystem thusinvaugurated 
be continued it can not fail to do much good for the 
tervice.”’ 

The vroject of an apprentice battalion, of lads 
from 16 to 18, is entitled to consideration. As to the 
Militia, we are told: 

There is no inducement for the maintenance of a 
greater number of militia than is actually required 
by the law, but ratber the reverse, if economy be 
consulted. The allotment as now made is not based 
upon what tbe States do in return for the appropri- 
ation, but what they ought todo. It would be bet- 
ter to belp these who help themselves. If the ap- 
propriation, or even ore-half of it, was distributed 
upon the basis of the effective force of the Natioual 
Guard maintained by the several States, it would 
better accomplish its purpose of encouraging that 
oreauization.

{I would call your special attention to the full ac- 
count, in the report of Gen. Schofield, of the opera- 
tiocs of the Army last winter during the troubles 
witb the Sioux Indians.

THE PHYTHIAN BOARD PLAN. 
To the Editor ef the Army and Navy Journal: 


CoMMANDER CHADWICK’S communication in your 
issue of the 7th November is extraordinary, to say 
the least. 

“ The time is out of joint. O cursed spite, 
That ever I (be) was born to set it right.” 

If the times are out of joint, it is not according to 
his way of thinking. There are two sides to the 
question, and **One of the Finest” in the same issue 
hits Comdr. Chadwick's views very cleverly and 
squarely—anotber old “fogy” desires to be heard at 
the “Mast,” to protest against Comdr. Chadwick's 
plea of “Service necessity.” 

The personnel at large, whilst fairly satisfied, is 
renderiog faithfal and efficient service, and ia ready 
for, and equal to, any emergency. We do not be- 
lieve that the Governvent contracted to make us 
all admirals, commodore, etc., but expect us to be 
ready for duty in whatever sphere or rank we are 
placed. 

The agitation in the Service for promotion comes 
from the personal ambition of a few who believe 
themselves to be “the foreordained”’ leaders—that 
faitbful, gallant and efficient service in peace and in 
war, afivat and ashore, bringing experience and age, 
count tor nothing, if their way to the head of the 
list is blocked. These same agitators are also d—ng 
the mariner, having neyerseen the marine in actual 
war, equal to and rendering as gallant and efficient 
service as any blue-jacket. Parenthetically may 1 
add, that 1 believe we Service would be crippled 
— the marines be witondrawn from service 
afloat. 

Only two members of the Phythian Board have 
apy war experience or record, yet that board pro- 
poses to put aside eighteen out of twenty five offi 
cere, date 1860, who have an honorable war record 
and experieuce, simply because they block the way 
of a tew “of the foreordainec,” apparently forget- 
ting tbat these eame officers are serving their coun 
try fuitbfully and efficiently and rendering as good 
service, it not better, than the would-be “elected 
selected.” 

Congress has been very generous to our gallant 
old officers, as shown by our large retired list, but I 
do not believe that it is yet ready to add to that list 
tbe large number of able-bodied and efficient officers 
mentioned in the board’s report, or to turn them 
adrift after so many years of good service. 

If the officers are not satisfied with theirsurround- 
in if their rank is too small for their scientific at- 





tainments, etc., why don’t ¢ follow the example 
Si tabss erveliodss whteane making their mark in 


the outside world, not only reflecting credit upon 
the Navy, but rendering great service to the coun- 
try in the development of ordnance, electricity, 
marine ee engineering, etc. ? 


That genial poet, Miles O'Reilly, sang in 1863, off 


Charleston, 8S. C, : 


“* Och ! Gideon, King of men, 
Take Dahigren home again ; 
Do, Gid., for pity’s sake, 
And keep him always on the make.” 


Let our would be “elect” apply the above. Give 
us back the numbers taken by the “Appropriation 
Act, 1882,” which would do away with the “trade 
dollar’’ Admiral grade, etc., and promotion would 
bave a healthy flow. 

The true source and original of this agitation and 
wavt of harmony in the Service is the unequal pay 
between line and staff. Give the line equal pay with 
the staff, rank according to length of service or date 
of commission, and this will do more to harmoniz3 
the Service than all schemes of personal ambition 
for promotion by selection, Phythian Board 
schemes, etc., which are doing more to upset the 
Service generally than any delayed promotion can 
possibly do. -——" 





To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


The literary bureau which is engaged in booming 
the report of the Phythian Board, and proposing a 
measure based on it, places innocent appearing 
paragraphs in its favor in the various papers in the 
couptry, where they appear sometimes as editorials 
and at others as “by telegraph.” It is very much 
ettached to two expressions, first, “‘Al] who have 
the welfare of the Navy at heart.”” This refers to 
those who are in favor of the measure: second, 
“Toose who are governed entirely by selfish and 
mercenary motives,” referring to those who are op- 
posed to it. 

Now, let the friends of the measure present argu- 
ments in its favor if they have any. but we beg 
them to cegse stigmatizing us “‘drones,”’ and as “‘sel- 
fish and mercenary” those who do not think as they 
do. What good is going to be ascomplisbed by try- 
ing to make the people of the country think that 
any vumber of the officers of the Navy are 
“drones,” or “inefficient,” or “selfieh and mercen- 
ary?’ The lis: of the officers of the Navy is a re- 
markably clean one, and there never bas been a 
more efficient body of officers, and there never will 
be, under any system. 

If the system which now promotes office-s by ex- 
amination, which proves their fitness for such pro- 
motion, fails in some instances, and officers are pro- 
moted or placed on the retired list who are unfit, 
itis becaus9 the recommendation of the examining 
board is overruled by the influence of such officers. 
{n other words, they are selected by influential 
friends to fill positions which they have failed to be 
recommended for by the board, and this is one of 
the reesons why officers of the Navy are opposed to 
the principle of salection for promotion other than 
that pow provided for by law, viz: by examination 
for fitness. A large number of the officers of the 
Navy are opposed to the measures proposed by the 
Pbythian Board, and feel that there is no probability 
that Congress will pass a bill embodying them. 
They believe that there are other measures which 
will provide relief and stimulate promotion without 
doing injustice to any. B.

ORDNANCE NOTES. 


The London Telegraph refers to the fact that 
smaller guns, say 50ton wire wound guns, are to re- 
place the 110 ton guns, and says: “ Another altera- 
tion serieusly mooted by nava! experts is to haveno 
more binocular mounted, or double-barrelled, big 
guns in turrets or barbettes. lo supply the defi- 
ciency created in the number of guns on board an 
ironclad an extra turret is to be constructed, ard 
more metal will be added to the protecting walls of 
the batteries. Greater length and speed is also to be 
given to the vessels of the new decade. 





The reports of the recent trials of the Sims-Edison 
torpedo are not encouraging. The cable has not 
worked properly and the screw bas nut the right 
pitch. During Augustand the early part of Septem- 
ber eight attempts were made over a plotted course 
to obtain the desired speed. In only one of these 
trials did the torpedo succeed in reaching the mile 
buoy and turning, after which it brokedown. The 
speed over 4 portion of the course wasa little better 
than 17 miles an hour. Before leaving for Europe, 
where he has gone to provide forthe manufacture 
of the torpedo, Mr. Sims directed that a new cable 
be ordered, but this has not been done. 





The firm of William Cramp and ‘Sons, of Phila- 
delphia, the principal contractor for the construc- 
tion of vessels for the Navy, is about to expand its 
business so as to include the manufacture of ord- 
nance. Charles Cramp,of this firm, is also presi- 
dent of the Driggs-Schroeder Gun Company, and 
the first ordnance work the Cramps will undertake 
will be the construction of Driggs-Schroeder rapid- 
fire guns. It was with this end in view that the 
Cramps recently purchased the Morris Machine 
Works. itis understood that they do not intend to 
confine themselves to the manufacture of guns of 
small sizes alone, but will put in a plant capable of 
turning out guns of larger calibre, and will compete 
not only for Government contracts in this country, 
but for foreign work as well. One of the ideas of 
the Cramps is to have an establishment in Philadel- 
phia where a sbip of war can be made complete 
from the keel up and sent from their yards with 
ber guns on beard all ready to go into active ser- 
vice. 








PLUMBING AT FORT SHERIDAN. 


CONCERNING the plumbing at Fort Sheridan’ 
which bas been criticised by one of our correspond- 
ents, we are informed that these are the facts: 


The basement of the barracks, in which is placed all of 
the plumbing, is concreted throughout with Portland 
cement concrete, four inches in thickness. For each com- 
pany there isa closet room fitted up with Mott‘s closet 
range and slate urinals; a wash room with galvanized iron 
basins, each with hot and cold water; a bath room with four 
enameled iron bath tubs and one shower buth;a barber shop 
with a marble wash basin. A Wilke heater heats the water 
for bathing and washing. Each room basa ventilating flue 
qeuncoting in the attic with the louvre system of ventila- 

10D, 

For soil and waste pipes Only extra beavy iron pipe is 
used, and when it is laid ugder the concrete floor band boles 
are provided at suitable points for cleaning the pipes in cuse 
of stoppage. Each fixture is trapped and each trap venti- 
lated by a vent the full size of trap. For the closet range a 
ce. pipe is used, and a4-in. pipe is continued on through 

e roof, 

The waste pipes from the basins, the four bath tubs and 
shower bath were all connected with a 2-in. iron waste pipe, 
under the supposition that in practice a 2 in. pipe would be 
large enough to carry off ail the water that would be dis- 
charged at any onetime. This was founG to be a mistake, 
and a 4-in. waste is to be substituted for tbe 2-in. In the 
wash room, the wash basins, being in a continuous line on 
one side of the room, discharge into a veutilatea drum trap. 
It was thought better to have separate ventilated traps un- 
der each basin, and this change is to be made. 

The cost of these changes in the whole barrack building 
will be, for six companies, $958.

W bile the two vessels ov- 
cupied ap advanced position, Fort Pratt, on our 
right, fired several shells over us and at the two 
vessels. These mar ceuvrings and short contests 
were kept up for eeveral days. The Congressional- 
ist force gradually crowded the Government troops, 
so that the latter fell back to Piacilla, which was 
the key to Valparaiso. Here the final contest took 
eeeet. S08 here mostof the bloody scenes were 
enacted.”’

THE STATE TROOPS. 


(Correspondence of the Army and Navy Journal.) 
MASSACHUSETTS. 


THE annnal report of the imepector. for 
the year 1891 shows that of the 88 companies 10 This 
State 21 were found upon inspection to be excellent, 
43 to be good, 20 in. fair condition, and only four to 
be in poor shape. Of those found to be in poor con- 
dition, two companies have since greatly improved, 
while the otbers, and one other which has recehily 
been brought to the notice of the inspertor’s de- 
partment, are subjects for disbandment. He says; 
“ While the reports on armory ivspection show the 
results of painstaking work on the p*rt of com- 
panies, the lieutenants do not, apparently, give suf- 
ficent attention to instruction in guard uuaty, miti- 
tary discipline and courtesy. Officers who were 
neglectful of these duties in armory were found lax 
in such particulars at the camps. Enlisted men do 
bot object to discipline; on tbe contrary, they ex- 
pect it, and are not adverse to instruction, but they 
rightfully expect that the example shall be set by 
their officers Captains should require aod demand 
of their lieutenants intelligent and faithiul work, 
and afford them every opportunity to exercise com- 
es at drills when they show aptitude to in- 
struct.” 

At brigade camp discipline was generally good; 
courtesy from enlisted men to officers of higb rank 
was good, but only fairto officers of inferior rank, 
while courtesy among officers was excellent. The 
clerpliness of clothing aod equipmentsof tbe troops 
of the Ist brigade was good ; that of the wen of the 
3d Brigade being only fair. The guurd duty of the 
lst Brigade was well performed, that of the 2d Bri- 
gade ordinarily so. “4 

The appearance of quarters isa weak spot, and 
money would be well expended in the purchase by 
the state of gun racks and tent furniture, together 
with kits of cleaning material. lo view of the fact 
that next year the new drill regulations will be in 
operation, requiring more room for the extended 
formation provided for therein, regimental camps 
should be beld. 

The encampment of the lst Corps of Cadets was 
excellent in every respect, that of the 24 Corps be- 
ing very good, 

The inspector-general considers that the men of 
the Nava) Battalion deserve much commendstion 
for the ready and intelligent manner in which they 
handled the heayy guns upon the Squadron of Evo- 
lution and performed their otber dats during their 
tour of five days. . 

He suge+s's that men who canpot perform more 
than one or two days’ duty at camp should be ex- 
cused altogethe”, es they are of little use to a com- 
mand, while the desirability of setting apart certain 
special days for v sitors should be considered, 

the officers of the 8 b Regiment will hold officers’ 
meetings every fortnight herealter for the s udy of 
the new drill regulations. The 1s" Regiment c»m- 
panies bave already commenced drilling the new 
system, while the other regiments are waiting for 
orders from tbe adjutant-general. As there are 
many movements which remain substantially the 
same asin Upton, it wouid be well for those officers 
who do not care to commence the pew drill at once 
to confine themselves to these movements entirely 
and not persistin drilling their men in movemcuts

COMPANY DRILLS IN N. Y. GUARD. 


Companies C, Capt. Seiter, and D, Capt. Barnard, Twelfth 
Regiment, driiled in the new Regulations on Wednesday 
night, Nov. 18. Theturnout of the former was very fair, 
and of the latter very good. The formation was prompt in 
both companies, and the commands got to work with little, 
if any, delay. Company C.—In company left froma halt, 
the wast guide anes fast, the front rank man next him, 
who is the pivot, faces tothe left,etec. The guide does not 
tace in the new direction until the command “front.” The 
command company, “forward march,” is not correct. In 
bringing a company to aitention, the command “atten- 
tion” is preceded by the word “company.” The drill of 
the company was cut sbort, owing to the holding of an 
election. We question the adgisability of this. The elec- 
tion could bave beev held on another night, or, better still, 
tbe polls could have been presided over by an officer from 
another compuny, the company put through its full hour 
und a ball’s practice, :eturned to its company room and 
the result announced. Company D. - This company drilled 
under the new Regulations for the first time, apd did very 
well. If it is intended to turn and march the command 
“company, right marcb,” “forward march” should not be 
given. Tbe sb. fil pgin turning corners was very notable, 
At the commana “file closers on the right flank, marcb,” tbe 
guides change also. Ia the turns the men, with few ex- 
ceptions, did not wake the bait face, iv fact they practicaily 
executed whee's which looked well enough, but were not 
according totbe “book.” At the completion of the right 
turn, when continuing the march, the command is “for- 
ward warcb,” guide right. The commanding officer failed 
several times tu announce the guide. The word company 
dces not precede the command rest. In baiting, while on 
the oblique, the men bait, faced to the fri nt; the motions 
are not distinct. The men were kept at the carry rather 
too lorg, This is a tiresome position at best. The men 
were also kept at intermediate motions in the manual when 
bc ing instructed, while the officers heid consultations. The 
lack of attention which the men showed later on may be 
clearly attributed to this, There is no command given to 
dress at the completion of the movement “on right into 
line.” The next command after halt is front. Thereis no 
authority for bringing the foot dowg with astamp at the 
command balt, Itis very picturesque, and perbaps sounds 
well, but is not according to regulation. The tothe rear, 
warch,and the company movements generally were ex- 
ecuted in a yery snappy manner, and the company is one of 
which its commandant may wel! be proud. ° 

Co. D, Capt. Jarvis, and Co. E, Cupt. Olthout (8th Regi- 
ment), drilled on Nov. 24. Co. D fell in without arms, were 
well sized,and when reported to Capt. Jarvis, the latter 
opened rapks and inspected the company, after which the 
men fell out and took their arms. The oriil demonstrated 
that the company were makipg.very govd progress in the 
new regulations; tbe intervals were fairly kept. Marchin 
ip company front and in column of fours was very well 
done, as were also the turns and abouts. The men covered 
well, and from tbe drill asa whole it was very evident that 
tbe copies of the new drill regulations publisbed by the

Io the game order, officers are urued to provide them- 
selves with such authorized pampblet editions as are now 
published. The first command to commence drilling in the 
pew system was the 4th Kattalion, Lieut.-Col. Howard com- 
manding. A battalion drill was beld on theevenirg of Nov. 
19, and it was quite satisfactory to the officers. who ex- 
pressed themselves pleased with the changes. The men 
readily adapted themselves to the new movements; there 
seemed to be no trouble in keeping the correct distances, 
and the sligoments were unusually good, The great diffi- 
culty in the way is the lack of room in the armory, and this 
cannot be overcome until the Fourth bave their new ar- 
mory built.

AN IMPORTANT QUESTION DECIDED. 


THe Oswego (N. Y.) Palladium contains an edi- 
torial reference to a matter of much interest to the 
National Guard. On Aug. 9, 1890, during the strike 
on the N. Y. Central Railroad, the Sheriff of Onon- 
daga County applied to Capt. M. Auer, senior off- 
cer in Syracuse, for assistance in quelling a riot. The 
captain ordered the 40th Separate Company to the 
scene of the trouble, but the force not being suffici- 
ent to accomplish the object desired, a serious colli- 
sion witb the strikers having been narrowly averted, 
Capt. Auer, under advice and co-operation of Brig.- 
Gen. Doyle, of Buffalo, ordered the 29th and 38th 
Separate Companies of Oswego to the scene; also 
the 26th of Elmira. These companies reported 
promptly and remained on duty from the 10th to 
the 135th of August, inclusive. When their bills were 
presented to the Board of Supervisors, together 
with the claims of the railroad companies for traus- 
portation, payment was refused on the gronnd that 
Capt. Auer had no authority to bring outside troops 
into the county. They procured writs of mandamus 
from Justice Kennedy of the Supreme Court, com- 
manding the Board to show cause why the claims 
should not be audited. As tbere were some ques- 
tions of factin dispute regarding the call of the 
Sheriff for troops, the cases were set down for trial 
at the November Circuit, Justice Williams, of Water- 
town, presiding. He would not allow either case to 
goto the jury, ordering averdictin favor of the 
company for the full amount. 

The conclusion of the court in this case was no 
doubt sound and it seems a pity that officers should 
be compelled to go to court to set aside such an as- 
sinine conclusion as that of this Board of Super- 
visors. Not only can militiamen be ordered out of 
the country, but under the orders of the President to 
be issued by bim whenever in his judgment, and his 
judgement alone, the emergency requires it, they 
can be sent into other States. There is no doubt as 
to this, though the fact is constantly brought into 
question. The court held that Maj. Auer could have 
called as many troops to Syracuse as io his judg- 
ment were required to suppress the disorder and 
preserve the public peace.
